done indbedience to God, that is,witha mind 

and. intention to pleaſe and obey God. Se- 
condly they muſt be done in the name of 

| Chriſf, that 15, with praier and thankſgjuing in Calefiy.99, 
the name of Chriſt. Thirdl they mult be 

done in faith : becauſe we muſt alwaies by our 

faith depend on God for the bleſſing & good 

ſucceſle of our labours. Fourtbly - ins ane 

be done in loue to God and man: yea all the 

gion we haue, all the grace and goodnes of 

our hearts;, mult ſhew it ſelfe in the workes of 

our particular callings. For loske what a man 

is in his particular place and calling, that he is 

indeede. Laſtly they muſt be done with pati- 

ence. The good ground , brings forth fruit 

with patience. And the reafon is , becauſe it is 

the will of God to excerciſe men with mani- 

fold miſeries in enery eſtate and condition of 

life. And the workes of our callings thus per- 

formed, are frujts of good conſcience and the 

Seruice of God. 
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
